Summary of the Minutes of Recent Meetings of the 

Board of Directors of the Astronomical 

Society of the Pacific 

At the meeting of January 13, 1922, a letter was received from Sir 
F. W. Dyson, Astronomer Royal of England, accepting the award of the 
Bruce Medal for 1922. 

At the same meeting the following resolution was introduced and 
unanimously carried : 

"Resolved, That in the untimely death of Alexander F. Morrison this 
Society has lost an esteemed and faithful member — always ready to assist 
in any matter pertaining to the Society's welfare — and the Board of 
Directors has been deprived of the advice and assistance of a trustee 
whose name always stood for ability, integrity and industry. 

"Be it further resolved, That the President and Secretary of this 
Society be directed to express to the widow of Mr. Morrison the deep 
regret of the members of this Board at the death of Mr. Morrison." 

At the meeting of March 17, Mr. D. S. Richardson, for many years 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Society, was unanimously elected a patron of 
the Society in recognition of his services. Mr. Richardson was unable to 
continue in the office of Secretary-Treasurer due to the pressure of other 
affairs.
